woek the dispatohes announced a full
line of strikea at different pointa,
The irun workers at Homestead, near
Pittaburg, Pa., were on the strike and
killed a “‘ecab,” but no troops or
militin  were called, and the strike
pided peacefully by agbitration. Al
Lawrence, Mnss., several thsusands
cotton mill hands are striking againast
reduction of wages, but the authori.
ties by far have no idea to call the
troops, At Columbus, Ohio, the
tailors atruck for an increase of wages;
no troops as yet was oalled upon
them. At Bloomington, Ills., the
railroad hands are out; no militia in
sight, At COleveland some rolling
mill hands domanded higher wagea
and ceased working., Their demand
wan rofused, but the mayor did not
telegraph for t-mn}m. In Topeka,
Kannas, pipe layera for water works
clemam{ed an increaso of wages and
were disorderly. but even the temper-
ance crank, St. John, had more sense
than our own Nance and Mayor
Boyd, and left both the militia and
the strikers at rest. In the Cumber-
land regions, Maryland, 4,000 coal
miners wont out, but the demoecratic
governor of that state is a better dem-
ocrat than our democrats, Dr. Miller
or Mayor Boyd, and believes that
bayonet rule is not a demooratic in-
stitution.

The search party came to a village, at
which wans found some of the gear be-
longing to the missing boat. As the
soarch party only consisted of one
white man and five natives, it was
thought advisable not to go further
into the bush, but to return to the
vessel and report what had been done.
As the party returned to the boats the
head of Mr, Mair, the government
agent, was found among the rocks
frightfully tomahawked. In the re.
sult a atronger party waas formed, con-
sisting of two boata from the May
Queen, two from the Surprise, and
one from the Mavis, They landed,
and in a village further in the bush
than the one visited already, they
found parts of & human body. The
boats having returned to the ship,
Capt Hawkins decided to bury these
remaing as well as the head of Mr.
Mair, which was done.

The survivors of the massacre were
two half-cnste Fijiansg, viz., Malakai
and Juimmy — both serving on board
the Isabelln ss boat's crew. Thoey
ntate they saw the two white men
killed - i. e, Mr. Mair, Goyernment
Agent, and Mr. Hampshire, mate—
also the two others of the bout's erew
~i. @, Don Juania and Amosi, half-
cantes, The boat was attacked when
about to leave the beach, having re
oruited three men. No offense was

iven to the natives, who had brought

own the recruits themselves, Mal.
akai had two severe tomahawk cuta
on the head, onebeing on the left side
penetrating  the skull. The blow
must, fortunately, have been a slant.
